These facts, 
we are glad to recognise, are fully appre- 
ciated by the majority of the railwaymen, 
who have accepted the settlement, and are 
loyally carrying on their duties. The 
strike began in South Wales, always an in- 
dustrial storm centre. Here the interrup- 
tion of transport has compelled the 
stoppage of many of the collieries, from 
which coal for the Navy is very largely 
drawn. The loss of output is already esti- 
mated at 50,000 tons—a very grave matter, 
in view of the present coal shortage, From 
South Wales the strike has spread to the 
western termini of the Great Western Rail- 
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way, and the whole oí that system is now 
virtnally paralysed. Isblated centres are 
affected on other lines. , 
Public opinion will support the Govern- 
ment in the use of any necessary means 
for breaking the strike. The Government 
itself is not without a general responsi- 
bility for the industrial unrest of which 
this strike is the latest and gravest 
symptom. It has not applied the double 
principle of justice and firmness with any 
consistency in dealing with labour troubles, 
and its policy has tended to encourage the 
belief that resort to the strike will secure 
any demands, however unreasonable. The 
question of the Government's ijabour 
policy as a whole, however, is a matter for 
the future. The matter in hand is. the 
necessity of an instant and strong answer 
te the outrageous challenge of the rebel- 
lious section of the railwaymen. The 
action of these men, as the Government 
said in the statement which we printed 
yesterday, is not only a strike against their 
union, but is “a direct rc á to all 
ordered government.” In ‘Sir Albert 
Stanley s words, “ the question at issue is 
whether a small section of the community, 
by taking advantage of the present situa- 
tion, shal) coerce the Government into 
meeting their demands.” Failure to 
decide this question in the right way, now 
that it has been raised with unmistakable 
clearness, would lead straight to industrial 
anarchy. The strikers may think that 
they have it in their power to exploit the 
nation's crisis to their private profit. Even 
a sectional strike, by interfering with the 
essential supplies of men and munitions to 
the Allied Armies, must, if it continues 
for long, prejudice seriously the successful 
conduct of the war at this critical period 
when the news from all fronts is excellent. 
It will certainly, if it is permitted to 
spread and continue, give the enemy an im 
pression of the state of feeling in Great 
Britain which would go far to offse: the 
effect on German opinion of the enemy's 
recent defeats. That is the more reason 
why the Government must assert its 
authority without compromise or delay.

THE MILK SUPPLY. — 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—With regard to the milk question 
might 1 ask your indulgence for the following 
remarks? I have before me the particulars, 
lately published, of two co-operative creameries, 
one successful and the other str ing.

o this must be added, I expect, in all Irish 
sum for the ¢ost of delivery; but in any of the 
townships one can see of a morning at least half 
a dozen milk carts delivering milk at houses 
not twenty yards from each other. most 
Ea am — overlapping takes place. If the 
milk-sellers were made to take their milk to 
some common centre, from which it could be 
distributed under some sort of organised plan, 
the price could be reduced by a very large 
amourt without loss to anyone. Does not this 
suggest that the Food Control should take up 
the business of suitable creameries, just as the 
busimess of motor companies and many others 
have been taken up for munitions? Obviously, 
if they did so in the case of struggling or in- 
eficient creameries, and applied their plant for 
making cheese or dried milk products to such 
mitk as they could not utilise or did not require 
for towns, the creamery must benefit, as the 
price of butter is controlled. Or convenient 
Creamery districts might be formed. and a 
committee of the creamery managers in it re 


quired to assess and forward to the towns gup- 
plies as directed at the cost assessed on their 
district. In Dublin and other large cities the 
price of fresh milk could be fixed with due 
regard to local cireumstance., and, if necessary, 
milk could be sold to all those with young 
children at a special price in cases found on 
imspection to need the concession in the interests 
of the children. cannot see how both the 
sm and the creameries could fail to benefit 

Y such organisation 

In times of stress it is essential to 
cornering and “ profiteering,” while allowing 
wholesaler and retailer a fair profit. We all 
remember the potato corner, which collapsed 
when the Government imported some wagon 
loads of potatoes, and there has been no trouble 
since. The retail trade in Dublin is now satis- 
fied to sell at 14 pence a stone when the whole- 
sale price is 9 pence in the local market. In 
the last few days, since the wholesale price - has 
gone up to 10) pence for no apparent reason. 
the price has been raised to 15 penee This 
means an average profit of over 50 per rent. to 
the retailer. Thus, if we allow a similar profit 
to the milk-producer for distribution. milk could 
he sold in Dublin for 2s, 34 gallon—an ob- 
viously excessive charge. What then can be 
said for the charge of 3s. a gallon? 

Let milk be brought to our cities when it 
required, without losa to those supplying it 
what they at present make, and iet it be dis 
tributed at, or pear, cost price, and the lives 
of thousands of our children will be saved. and 
much needless hardship and distress to us al! 
will be avoided, am afraid that it is the 
outrageous “ profiteering’ which prevails in
